PUBLIC  HEALTH  DEPARTMENT. 


To  the  Mayor ,  Aldermen  and  Councillors  of  the 
County  Borough  of  Stoke-on-Trent. 

Radies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  the  following  Report  for  the 
year  1924,  the  fifteenth  since  the  federation  of  the  Pottery  Towns. 

The  population  of  the  Borough  steadily  increases  and  at  the  middle 
of  the  year  was  estimated  at  278,000.  The  Birth  Rate  was  23.7  and 
though  higher  than  the  rate  for  the  105  large  towns  of  England  and 
Wales,  it  is  falling  year  by  year  and  was  the  lowest  with  the  exception 
of  the  three  war  years  of  1917,  1918  and  1919. 

The  Death  Rate  was  13.5;  it  is  higher  than  that  of  the  105  large 
towns  which  was  12.3,  but  is  lower  than  previous  rates  for  the  Borough 
with  the  exception  of  1920  when  it  was  12.8,  and  1923  when  it  was 
12.7.  Influenza  and  Measles  were  prevalent  during  the  year  and 
consequently  there  were  a  larger  number  of  deaths  from  lung  diseases 
than  in  1923. 

The  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  was  101,  that  for  the  large  towns 
of  England  and  Wales  was  80  ;  lower  rates  have  only  been  recorded 
in  two  previous  years,  in  1920  it  was  98,  and  in  1923  it  was  93. 

There  were  only  eleven  large  towns  with  higher  Infantile  Mor¬ 
tality  Rates  than  Stoke-on-Trent. 

Of  Infectious  Diseases,  Scarlet  Fever  and  Measles  were  epidemic 
during  the  year.  The  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  of  a  mild  type  and 
though  the  notifications  numbered  1886  the  case  fatality  was  only 
1.5  per  cent.  Measles  caused  153  deaths.  Diphtheria  continues 
to  be  less  prevalent  than  formerly,  the  deaths  numbered  only  10. 

Four  cases  of  Enteric  Fever  were  notified  during  the  year  ;  these 
all  recovered.  The  year  was  a  record  one.  Three  deaths  occurred 
at  the  beginning  of  the  year  among  cases  notified  at  the  end  of  1923, 
so  that  among  the  20  cases  notified  in  1923  there  were  6  deaths. 

Eight  cases  of  Encephalitis  Eethargica  (Sleepy  Sickness),  were 
notified  during  the  year,  6  of  these  cases  died,  the  other  two  are  still 
under  treatment,  though  the  acute  symptoms  have  disappeared. 
There  is  little  doubt  that  a  number  of  cases  have  passed  unrecognised 
and  unnotified,  and  have  only  attracted  attention  when  at  a  later 
stage  they  have  developed  some  mental  symptoms.  Thus,  the  number 
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of  cases  notified  is  not  a  correct  indication  of  the  number  of  cases  that 
occurred  during  the  year. 

I  am  pleased  to  report  that  the  number  of  cases  of  Tuberculosis 
notified  and  the  number  of  deaths  has  further  declined. 

Lead  Poisoning  among  pottery  workers  showed  an  increase  in 
number,  50  cases  occurring  during  the  year  as  compared  with  46  in 
1923,  while  the  deaths  numbered  17  compared  to  10. 

The  work  under  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Scheme  has  been 
continued  actively  during  the  year.  The  Council  with  the  approval  of 
the  Ministry  of  Health  decided  to  establish  at  The  Limes,  Hartshill, 
a  Maternity  Hospital  of  30  beds,  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  necessary 
buildings  will  be  proceeded  with  as  speedily  as  possible,  the  provision 
of  such  an  institution  being  long  overdue.  The  deaths  assigned  to 
pregnancy  and  child  birth  numbered  30.  The  Council  have  recently 
undertaken  to  supply,  on  the  application  of  the  medical  attendant, 
nursing  help  to  all  Puerperal  cases  when  there  is  a  rise  of  temperature 
and  before  a  definite  diagnosis  is  made  and  notification  given,  in  this 
way  it  is  hoped  to  avoid  the  conveyance  of  infection  from  one  patient 
to  another  by  the  midwife  in  attendance.  The  number  of  cases  of 
Ophthalmia  Neonatorum  is  decreasing  steadily  and  for  the  second 
year  there  was  not  a  single  case  of  impaired  vision  from  this  disease. 

A  large  quantity  of  household  refuse,  viz.,  18,000  loads,  was  tipped 
at  various  sites  throughout  the  Borough,  the  Sifting  and  Sorting 
Plants  that  are  being  erected  at  the  Hanley  and  Burslem  Destructors 
are  nearing  completion  and  it  is  hoped  that  when  brought  into  use 
the  tipping  of  crude  refuse  will  cease. 

Progress  has  been  made  in  the  improvement  of  the  sanitary 
accommodation  of  the  houses  in  the  Borough  by  the  conversion  of 
ashpits  into  ashbins  and  cesspit  and  pail  closets  into  water  closets, 
but  the  rate  of  progress  is  slow. 

New  dwelling  houses  to  the  number  of  217  were  certified  for 
habitation  during  the  year,  33  were  built  by  the  Corporation  and  184 
by  Private  Owners.  The  need  of  housing  accommodation  is  as  urgent 
as  ever  it  was.  No  further  action  has  been  taken  by  the  Council  in 
regard  to  the  clearance  of  slum  areas. 

The  Borough  has  remained  free  from  Smallpox.  54  per  cent, 
of  the  children  born  during  the  year  were  vaccinated.  This  is  a 
larger  percentage  than  in  the  previous  year.  Cases  of  Smallpox  have 
occurred  in  a  large  number  of  districts  in  the  country  and  give  cause 
for  anxiety. 

The  attention  of  the  Council  has  been  called  to  the  need  for 
extension  of  the  work  aimed  at  the  prevention  of  Surgical  Tuberculosis 
by  the  appointment  of  a  fully  experienced  and  qualified  wholetime 
Veterinary  Surgeon  and  the  closer  supervision  of  the  meat  supply  and 
milk  supply  with  the  object  of  the  elimination  of  Tuberculous  milk 
and  meat. 
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More  Ante-natal  and  Child  Welfare  Clinics  are  required  as  the 
numbers  of  mothers  and  children  in  attendance  at  the  established 
clinics  is  more  than  can  be  properly  dealt  with. 

Further  provision  for  the  treatment  of  children  and  adults 
suffering  from  Surgical  Tuberculosis  is  urgently  required. 

I  have  pleasure  in  again  reporting  that  the  Staff  of  the  Depart¬ 
ment  have  displayed  the  keenest  interest  in  their  work  and  have 
carried  out  their  various  duties  in  an  efficient  manner.  I  beg  to 
record  my  appreciation  of  their  ready  help.

The  figures  for  1921  and  1924  for  Stoke  include  Hanford. 
The  figures  for  Longton  include  Adderley  Green,  Meir,  Tightwood, 
Trentham  and  other  small  areas  added  when  the  Borough  was 
extended  from  April  1st,  1922. 

The  distribution  of  the  population  over  the  whole  area  at  the 
time  of  the  1901  Census  averaged  18.6  persons  per  acre,  during  the 
year  1911,  21.0  persons  per  acre,  and  in  1921,  22.0  persons  per 
acre.  The  number  of  persons  per  acre  for  the  extended  County 
Borough  in  1924  was  13.4. 

INHABITED  HOUSES. 

At  the  Census  in  1901  there  were  in  the  County  Borough  41,028 
inhabited  houses;  at  the  Census  in  1911  there  were  46,906;  and  at 
the  Census  in  1921  there  were  47,765.  Taking  the  average  number  of 
persons  per  house  at  5,  the  number  of  inhabited  houses  at  the  present 
time  is  probably  about  55,441  for  the  extended  County  Borough.  The 
proportion  of  population  to  houses  was,  at  the  Census  in  1901, 
5.2;  in  1911,  5.0;  and  in  1921,  5.0  persons  per  house.  There  are 
practically  no  empty  houses  in  the  Borough. 

In  the  fifteen  years  1910  to  1924  inclusive,  1,863  dwelling  houses 
were  erected  in  the  County  Borough. 
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During  the  year  1924,  217  new  dwelling  houses  were  certified 
for  habitation  in  the  County  Borough.  33  of  these  were  built  by 
the  Corporation  and  184  by  private  owners.  In  1923  the  number 
was  224,  in  1922  375,  in  1921  54,  in  1920  none,  in  1919  one,  in  1918  3, 
in  1917  3,  in  1916  20,  in  1915  33,  in  1914  90,  in  1913  173,  in  1912  158, 
in  1911  190,  and  in  1910  the  number  was  322.

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BIRTHS. 

There  were  6,722  births  registered  in  the  County  Borough  in 
1924,  giving  a  birth  rate  of  23.7  per  1,000. 

The  rate  for  the  105  large  towns  of  England  and  Wales  was 
19.4  per  thousand  and  for  England  and  Wales,  18.8. 

The  rate  is  0.9  lower  than  in  1923. 

In  1876  the  birth  rate  in  this  country  attained  the  highest 
point  on  record,  viz.  : — 36.3  per  1,000  living.  Since  that  date  the 
rate  has,  with  few  exceptions,  fallen  year  b}^  year. 

The  ratio  of  births  of  males  to  births  of  females  during  the 
year  was  1,058  to  1,000.  For  the  year  1923  the  ratio  was  1,024 
males  to  1,000  females.  In  the  years  1865—1920  the  ratio  in  England 
and  Wales  has  varied  from  1,032  per  1,000  to  1,060  per  1,000. 

Of  the  6,722  children  born,  3,456  were  males,  and  3,266  were 
females.  The  number  of  births  and  birth  rates  for  the  various  areas

The  natural  increase  of  population,  that  is,  excess  of  births 
over  deaths  was  2,901.  The  previous  year  it  was  3,265,  a  difference 
of  364  lives,  the  number  of  births  registered  being  54  less  than  in 
1923,  while  the  number  of  deaths  was  310  more. 
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ILLEGITIMATE  BIRTHS. 

Of  the  total  births,  315  or  4.7  per  cent,  were  illegitimate.  The 
percentage  of  illegitimate  births  in  England  and  Wales  was  4.16 
for  the  year  1923.  The  Illegitimate  Birth  Rate  per  1,000  of 
population  was  1.1  in  Stoke-on-Trent  as  compared  with  0.8  in  England 
and  Wales  for  the  year  1923. 

Of  the  315  illegitimate  births  161  were  males  and  154  females. 


STILL  BIRTHS. 

Under  the  Notification  of  Births  Act,  all  still  births  must  be 
notified  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health.  356  were  notified  during 
the  year  under  the  Act,  and  of  these  215  were  attended  by  midwives, 
and  141  by  medical  men.

The  Haywood  Hos¬ 
pital  has  35  beds  for  In-Patients,  and  an  Out-Patient  Department. 
The  Longton  Cottage  Hospital  has  42  beds  for  In-Patients,  and  an 
Out-Patient  Department. 

There  is  also  a  Special  Institution  in  connection  with  the  North 
Staffordshire  Cripples'  Aid  Society  for  dealing  with  Orthopaedic 
cases,  including  cases  of  surgical  Tuberculosis. 


CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION.

Ashpits  generally  have  been  cleansed  at  least  twelve  times  during 
the  year. 

Nightsoil  pails  have  been  cleansed  once  weekly  ;  earthenware 
cisterns  once  each  fortnight  or  three  weeks  as  required,  and  privies 
at  least  once  each  month. 

Owing  to  the  large  number  of  occupants  at  certain  houses  served 
by  earthenware  cisterns,  a  fortnightly  collection  is  necessary,  though 
in  normal  circumstances  the  accommodation  is  quite  adequate  for 
a  monthly  collection.

Through  the  Education  Department,  the  aid  of  teachers  was  secured 
and  prizes  to  the  value  of  £20  were  offered  to  school  children  for  the 
best  essays  on  the  subject  of  “The  use  and  abuse  of  dust  bins  ” 

Nightsoil  from  several  districts  has  still  to  be  tipped  on  sites 
in  the  Borough  situated  at  : — Packmoor,  Brindley  Ford,  Chell  Heath, 
and  Milton,  in  all  other  cases  it  is  dealt  with  at  the  Sewage  Works. 
Prior  to  the  extension  of  the  Borough  Boundaries  in  April,  1922,  all 
nightsoil  was  taken  to  the  Sewage  Works  ;  all  the  foregoing  districts 
are  parts  of  the  added  areas. 

An  agreement  has  now  been  arrived  at  with  the  Sewage  Com¬ 
mittee  whereby  they  undertake  to  receive  and  treat  all  nightsoil  at  the 
various  Sewage  Works,  so  that  at  an  early  date  the  tipping  of  crude 
nightsoil  on  land  will  be  abolished. 

The  problem  of  disposing  of  nightsoil  on  land  has  been  very 
difficult  owing  to  the  abnormal  wet  weather  throughout  the  year. 

The  average  number  of  teams  employed  during  the  year  was 
58.71  ;  there  were  also  5  motors  Of  the  teams  42.61  were  owned 
by  the  Corporation  and  16.1  were  hired.  The  teams  were  allocated 
as  follows  : — 

Removal  of  Refuse.  Own  Teams  12,556  Shifts.  Hired  Teams,  3,147 

Shifts. 

Removal  of  Nightsoil.  Own  Teams  686  Shifts.  Hired  Teams  1,878 
Shifts. 

A  Two-ton  Napier  Motor,  a  One-ton  Ford  Motor  and  a  Thirty- 
hundredweight  Ford  Motor  were  also  engaged  on  Removal  of  ashpit 
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refuse  ;  two  One-ton  Ford  Motors  were  employed  on  the  removal  of 
nightsoil. 

The  removal  of  refuse  from  the  new  Housing  sites  has  proved 
very  costly  owing  to  the  distance  of  the  bins  from  the  roadway, 
there  is  no  access  from  the  rear  of  the  houses. 

The  cost  per  ton  of  removing  house  refuse  in  December,  1924, 
was  Six  Shillings  and  Five  Pence,  while  in  December  1923,  it  was 
Six  Shillings  and  Four  Pence.

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Ashbins. 

During  the  year  883  notices  were  served  on  owners  requiring 
them  to  provide  sufficient  ashes  accommodation.  In  many  cases,  on 
the  expiration  of  the  time  stated  in  the  notices,  it  was  found  that 
bins  had  not  been  provided,  the  Corporation  delivered  them  and 
afterwards  the  owners  were  charged  with  the  cost. 

The  number  thus  delivered  during  the  year  was  822. 


Free  Ashbin  Scheme. 

The  Free  Ashbin  Scheme  has  been  continued  ;  under  this  scheme 
property  owners  were  supplied  with  a  first  ashbin  free,  on  demolishing 
or  suitably  altering  a  covered  ashpit. 

Under  this  arrangement  2,622  ashbins  were  delivered  during 
the  year  at  a  cost  of  £1179  18s.  Od.,  and  1,008  covered  ashpits  were 
either  demolished  or  so  altered  as  to  prevent  their  further  use  as 
ashpits.

Several  Marine  Stores,  Tripe  Boilers,  and  Gut  Scrapers ; 
One  Fat  Melter  ; 

A  large  number  of  Fish  Fryers. 

A  list  of  Offensive  Trades  has  been  scheduled  by  the  Authority 
and  Byelaws  are  in  force  for  their  control. 

The  list  of  Scheduled  Trades  is  as  follows  : — Fish  friers,  tripe 
boilers  ;  Dealers  in  rags,  bones,  fat,  animal  skins  or  other  like  matter 
in  an  offensive  condition  ;  manure  manufacturers ;  brick  burners, 
gut  scrapers,  bone  burners,  tanners,  leather  dressers,  fat  melters  or 
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fat  extractors,  glue  makers,  size  makers  (except  Potters’  sizes),  and 
blood  driers. 

Gut  Scraping. 

There  are  two  premises  specially  used  for  Gut  Scraping  in  the 
Borough.  Two  have  been  discontinued  during  the  year.  Most  of 
the  Butchers  who  have  private  Slaughterhouses  clean  the  guts  from 
animals  slaughtered  on  their  own  premises. 

Knacker’s  Yards. 

There  are  three  Knacker’s  Yards  ;  Four  complaints  were  received 
of  nuisances  at  these  premises. 

Skin  Yards. 

There  are  two  Skin  Yards  ;  one  at  Cross  Street,  Stoke,  and  one 
at  Mollart  Street,  Hanley. 

No  complaints  were  received  during  the  year.  Frequent  inspec¬ 
tions  have  been  made  and  the  premises  have  been  kept  in  a  cleanly 
condition. 

Fat  Meeting  (Edibee). 

This  is  carried  out  on  a  large  scale  and  in  a  satisfactory  manner 
at  the  Public  Abattoirs,  Hanley.  Up-to-date  machinery  is  installed 
and  no  complaints  have  been  received  of  any  nuisance  arising. 

Tripe  Boieing. 

There  are  many  tripe  shops  in  the  Borough,  but  in  most  cases 
the  tripe  is  bought  ready  cleaned.  The  greater  part  of  the  tripe 
cleaned  in  the  Borough  is  dealt  with  at  seven  establishments.  Three 
complaints  were  received  as  to  nuisances  arising  but  were  remedied. 

« 

Marine  Stores. 

There  are,  as  last  year,  13  Marine  Stores  ;  lead,  metal,  rags, 
bones  and  bottles  are  the  chief  materials  dealt  with.  These  premises 
have  been  periodically  inspected  and  found  to  be  in  a  fairly  satis¬ 
factory  condition.  The  total  number  of  inspections  was  25. 

Fried  Fish  Shops. 

During  the  year  in  three  instances  permission  was  given  for 
premises  to  be  used  for  the  purpose  of  fish  frying.  1,587  visits  have 
been  made  to  the  premises  used  for  this  purpose.  97  defects  were 
found  and  dealt  with.  The  condition  of  the  utensils,  pans,  etc.,  was 
generally  found  to  be  satisfactory.  The  Authority  does  not  now 
permit  a  room  in  an  ordinary  working  class  dwelling  house  to  be 
converted  into  a  fried  fish  shop. 
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Common  Lodging  Houses. 

There  are  12  common  lodging  houses  in  the  County  Borough. 
During  the  year  594  inspections  of  common  lodging  houses  were 
made — 565  by  day,  and  29  by  night.  Twenty-nine  notices  were  served 
for  the  rectifying  of  minor  offences,  they  were  all  complied  with. 

The  12  lodging  houses  are  registered  for  the  accommodation 
of  386  persons  per  night.  There  were,  according  to  the  returns  sent 
in,  83,735  persons  accommodated  during  the  year,’  as  compared  with 

81,041  in  1923. 

The  premises  are  in  the  majority  of  cases  old  houses  adapted 
for  the  purpose  and  some  of  the  buildings  are  in  a  very  poor  condition. 

There  is  room  for  one  or  two  model  lodging  houses  in  the  Borough 
— and  the  Council  might  seriously  consider  whether  the  time  has  not 
arrived  for  applying  their  powers  in  this  respect. 


Houses  Let  in  Lodgings. 

There  are  now  on  the  register  128  houses.  Five  hundred  and 
forty-nine  inspections  were  made  during  the  year.  Sixty-seven  defects 
were  found,  these  have  since  received  attention. 


SMOKE  NUISANCES. 

For  the  abatement  of  Smoke  nuisances  877  timed  observations 
of  half-an-hour  each  have  been  taken  of  boiler  chimneys  during  the 
year,  as  compared  with  709  in  the  previous  year. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  12  observations  have  been  taken  of 
one  hour  each. 

Twenty-six  complaints  have  been  received  during  the  year  and 
investigated. 

One  hundred  and  thirty-two  notices  have  been  served  for  the 
abatement  of  Smoke  nuisances  and  ten  special  slips  have  been  left 
at  various  firms  giving  the  results  of  observations  taken. 

Warnings  have  been  given  in  188  instances.  Ten  cases  have  been* 
reported  for  prosecution.  Proceedings  before  the  Court  have  been 
ordered  in  each  case,  and  orders  were  made  for  the  abatement  of 
the  nuisance.  In  five  instances  an  abatement  order  was  made  for 
three  months,  and  in  four  other  cases  the  order  was  made  for  abate¬ 
ment  of  the  nuisance  in  one  month. 

In  one  case  50/-  fine  was  inflicted  for  non-abatement  of  the  order 

of  the  Court. 
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Eighteen  visits  have  been  made  to  Brick,  Tile  and  Marl  works 
and  six  visits  to  Collieries  and  the  Managers  and  Firemen  interviewed. 

Of  the  877  half-hour  observations  taken,  533  showed  black  smoke 
emitted  for  four  minutes  or  more  during  the  half-hour.  The  number 
of  observations  showing  no  black  smoke  was  173.

OVENS  AND  KILNS. 

During  the  year  50  timed  observations  have  been  made  of  kilns 
and  17  of  ovens. 

133  interviews  have  been  held  with  Kiln  Firemen,  99  with  Oven 
Firemen,  and  60  with  other  Oddmen  and  Assistants.  Many  other 
stacks  have  been  dealt  with  such  as  those  connected  with  saggar- 
houses  and  drying  kilns  for  slip  and  clay  ;  improvement  has  been 
observed  after  the  men  in  charge  have  been  interviewed  and  cautioned. 

In  several  cases  where  long  emissions  of  black  smoke  have  been 
noticed  from  Ovens  and  Kilns,  investigation  has  proved  that  the 
emission  has  been  due  to  careless  firing  by  some  other  person  left  in 
charge  and  not  the  Fireman  himself. 

There  is  yet  much  room  for  improvement,  and  this  may  be  obtained 
by  regular  inspection  and  interviewing  the  men  concerned. 

Rats  and  Mice  (Destruction)  Act  1919. 

An  Inspector  was  appointed  by  the  Council  in  March,  1920, 
and  has  been  continually  at  work  since  that  date.

Hunting  with  Dogs  and  Ferrets.  Ferretting  has  again 
been  found  to  be  the  best  method  for  open  spaces  or  in  buildings 
where  there  is  plenty  of  room  for  dogs  to  kill.

Rat  proofing  has  been  carried  out 
wherever  necessary.  Drainage  systems  examined,  all  defects  made 
good,  old  drains  removed  and  opening  to  sewers  blocked  with  cement. 


Premises  found  to  be  most  Infested. 

1.  Fish  and  General  Market  Halls. 

2.  Grocer  and  Provision  Dealers  premises  where  Bacon,  Cheese, 
Hard,  and  Butter  are  stocked  in  basements  or  store  rooms. 

3.  China  and  Earthenware  factories  especially  when  near  the 
canal.  (Dipping  House,  Packing  Houses,  Potters'  Shops  and  Printing 
Shops). 

4.  Cowsheds,  Piggeries,  Stables  and  Fowl  Pens. 

Damage  done  by  Rats  and  Mice. 

1.  In  Grocers  and  Provision  Stores,  considerable  damage  is  done 
by  Rats  and  Mice  to  Cheese,  Jam,  Grain  and  Meat.  Mice  do  more 
damage  than  Rats,  they  nibble  and  damage  almost  everything  in¬ 
cluding  labels  on  tins,  paper  bags,  etc. 

2.  In  Wholesale  Fruiterers'  Warehouses,  Tomatoes,  Apples  and 
Nuts  are  the  chief  attraction. 

3.  In  China  and  Earthenware  Factories,  rats  nibble  round  the 
edges  of  the  ware  in  the  drying  rooms  and  in  running  along  the  shelves 
knock  down  the  small  pieces  of  ware.  They  also  do  considerable 
damage  to  the  straw  in  the  packed  crates. 

4.  In  dwelling  houses,  rats  gnaw  through  doors,  floors,  skirting 
boards,  and  gas  and  water  pipes. 

During  the  year  £75  was  paid  to  the  Corporation  by  various 
owners  of  premises  for  work  done  by  the  Officer. 
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Schools. 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  not  the  School  Medical  Officer. 

All  the  schools  were  inspected  four  times  during  the  year  in 
relation  to  the  sanitary  conditions  and  water  supply.  The  list  of 
sanitary  defects  numbering  306  were  referred  to  the  Education 
Authority. 

In  two  cases  it  was  found  necessary  to  reconstruct  the  drainage 
entirely  and  convert  the  sanitary  conveniences. 

School  Closure. 

One  school  was  closed  on  account  of  Scarlet  Fever,  one  on  account 
of  Chicken  Pox  and  Whooping  Cough  during  the  year,  and  several 
on  account  of  Measles. 

m 

Sanitary  Condition  of  Theatres,  Music  Halls,  etc. 

There  are  twenty-eight  picture  palaces  and  theatres.  These 
premises  were  inspected  periodically,  and  20  minor  defects  found 
were  immediately  remedied  by  the  managers. 

Distribution  of  Lime  and  Lime  Brushes. 

Facilities  exist  throughout  the  district  for  the  free  distribution 
of  lime  and  the  loan  of  whitewash  brushes  for  the  cleansing  of  houses 
where  this  is  desirable,  this  has  assisted  in  obtaining  a  higher  stan¬ 
dard  of  cleanliness  in  the  poorer  class  of  houses. 

Public  Urinals. 

The  whole  of  the  public  urinals  were  systematically  inspected. 
They  were  found  to  be  in  a  fairly  satisfactory  condition. 

Milk  Supply. 

Milkshops  and  Purveyors  of  Milk. 

The  following  statement  shows  the  number  of  purveyors  of  milk 
registered  under  the  Dairies,  Cowsheds  and  Milkshops  Order  : —

These  premises  are  usually  kept  in  a  cleanly  state. 

The  great  increase  in  registrations  is  due  to  the  fact  of  registration 
of  shops  wherein  sterilised  milk  is  sold. 
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Good  progress  has  been  made  in  the  effort  to  obtain  better  and 
separate  storage  of  the  milk  and  receptacles  where  a  mixed  business 
is  carried  on,  a  number  of  small  dairies  having  been  erected.  Separate 
accommodation  is  always  insisted  upon  when  dealing  with  new  appli¬ 
cations  for  registration. 

Cowsheds. 

The  number  of  cowsheds  on  the  register  is  337.  Visits  paid  793. 
The  number  of  dairies  on  the  register  is  223.  Visits  paid  167. 

All  the  sheds  have  been  lime-washed  at  least  twice  during  the 
past  year. 

Repairs  have  been  carried  out  at  the  following  Cowsheds  during 
the  past  year.  Park  Farm,  Wellington  House  Farm,  Tower  Blake- 
low  Farm  and  Church  Farm,  Bucknall ;  Greasley  Side  Farm  and 
Newstead  Farm,  Abbey  Hulton  ;  Oxford  Farm,  Moorland  View 
Farm,  William  Terrace  Farm,  Chell  Farm,  Bridge  Street  Farm, 
Brookhouse  Farm,  Fegg  Hayes. 

The  approximate  number  of  cows  throughout  the  district  is 
1,803,  as  compared  with  1,795  in  the  previous  year.

116  Personal  Notices  were  served  throughout  the  year  for  the 
limewashing  of  slaughter-houses,  lairs,  etc.,  and  also  for  the  replacing 
of  worn-out  garbage  vessels.  In  every  case  the  notices  were  complied 
with. 

The  private  slaughter-houses  are  scattered  throughout  the  whole 
of  the  County  Borough  and  as  the  hours  of  slaughtering  vary,  it  is 
impossible  to  carry  out  satisfactorily  the  duties  of  Meat  inspection. 

Several  private  slaughter-houses  are  hardly  fit  to  be  used  as  such. 

New  up-to-date  Abattoirs  are  urgently  needed.  The  present  one 
is  too  small,  not  properly  arranged  and  badly  situated  both  in  relation 
to  dwelling  houses  and  railway  facilities — there  is  no  Isolation 
slaughter-house,  no  sufficient  cooling  sheds,  no  lavatories  for  washing 
purposes  and  no  Mess  rooms.  This  question  has  been  before  the 
Corporation  during  the  year  and  it  has  been  decided  that  a  new  site 
should  be  found  for  new  premises ;  this  matter  should  be  proceeded 
with  as  soon  as  possible. 

Ice  Cream  Shops.  During  the  year  177  visits  have  been  made 
to  these  premises.  The  defects  found  and  dealt  with  were  39- 
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SALE  OF  FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACTS.

0.36%,  0.30%,  and  0.41%. 


Of  11  samples  of  jam,  1  contained  0.35%  grain  per  lb.  of  Salycvlic 
Acid. 

Of  9  samples  of  potted  shrimps,  all  contained  considerable 
quantities  of  Boric  Acid  as  follows  : — 0.86%,  0.62%,  0.56%,  0-60%, 
0.41%,  0.35%,  0.33%,  0.50%,  and  0.35%. 

One  sample  of  shrimp  and  salmon  paste  contained  0.22%  of  Boric 
Acid. 


Of  20  samples  of  brawn,  2  contained  Boric  Acid  as  follows  : —

Of  19  samples  of  sausage,  8  were  found  to  contain  Boric  Acid 
as  follows  0.005%,  0.02%,  0.02%,  0.09%,  0.07%,  and  also  0.7, 
2.9  and  1.96  grains  per  lb. 

Of  2  samples  of  tinned  peas,  both  contained  copper  in  the  following 
amounts  : — 0.28  grains  per  lb. 

One  sample  of  tinned  plums  contained  0.21  grains  per  lbs  of  tin, 
and  one  sample  of  tinned  strawberries  contained  0.21  grains  per  lb. 
of  tin. 


One  sample  of  Danish  Bacon  contained  3-3  grains  per  lb.  Boric  Acid. 
One  sample  of  Ox-Tongue  contained  1.5  grains  per  lb.  Boric  Acid. 
One  sample  of  Potted  Meat  contained  3.8  grains  per  lb.  Boric  Acid. 
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All  lard  and  margarine  samples  submitted  for  analysis  were 
tested  for  the  presence  of  paraffin,  none  being  found. 

Of  15  samples  of  imported  butter,  preservative  was  found  in  only 
3,  while  of  1 1  samples  of  home  produced  butter,  preservatives  were 
found  in  9. 

Excluding  milk,  of  114  samples  of  foodstuffs  tested,  44.7  per  cent, 
contained  some  preservative. 


Registration  of  Margarine  Dealers. 

One  registration  was  made  during  the  year,  and  twenty-five  visits 
were  paid  to  registered  premises,  no  breach  of  the  Regulations  being 
found. 


Fertilizer  and  Feeding  Stuffs  Act,  1906. 

Three  samples  of  Sussex  ground  oats  and  1  of  Indian  meal  were 
taken  during  the  year,  all  were  certified  by  the  Agricultural  Analyst 
to  be  of  satisfactory  quality. 


Rag  Flock  Act. 

Six  samples  of  Rag  Flock  were  procured  for  analysis  during  the 
year,  all  were  certified  by  the  Analyst  to  come  within  the  standard 
of  cleanliness  laid  down  by  the  Act.  A  satisfactory  state  of  cleanli¬ 
ness  was  found  to  exist  at  various  premises  visited. 


Canal  Boats. 

During  the  year  1,552  Canal  Boats  have  been  inspected  in 
this  district.  They  were  found  to  be  clean,  well  ventilated,  and 
in  a  good  state  of  repair. 

The  accommodation  provided  on  these  1,552  canal  boats  was 
as  follows  : — 

4,611  persons,  being  an  average  of  2.97  per  boat.  The  number 
of  persons  in  occupation  was  : — 4,230,  viz.  :  males,  1,737  ;  females, 
1,223;  children,  1,270;  being  41.1  per  cent,  males;  28-9  per  cent, 
females  ;  30-0  per  cent,  children  ;  or  an  average  of  2.72  persons  in 
occupation  per  boat  ;  but,  if  two  children  are  counted  as  one  adult, 
it  reduces  the  average  in  occupation  to  2.31. 

Of  the  1,270  children  on  board,  there  were  690  or  16.3  per  cent, 
over  5  years  and  therefore  of  school  age,  580  or  13.7  per  cent,  were 
under  5  years  of  age,  659  or  15-5  per  cent,  were  boys,  and  611  or  14.4 
per  cent,  were  girls.

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The  attack  rates  per  1 ,000  of  the  population  for  the  various 
districts  were  as  follows: — Tunstall,  3.39;  Burslem,  10.0;  Hanley, 
5.23;  Stoke,  5.34;  Fenton,  6.95;  Fongton,  7.46;  Smallthorne, 
Bucknall,  Norton,  etc.,  11.1.  The  disease  was  most  prevalent  in 
Burslem,  Bucknall  and  Smallthorne. 

The  percentage  of  removals  to  the  Hospital  was  73.4,  as  com¬ 
pared  with  92.2  for  the  previous  year. 

The  mortality  rate  in  the  district  during  1924  was  0.10.  The 
mortality  rate  for  the  disease  in  England  and  Wales  was  0.02  per 
1,000  of  the  population,  and  in  the  105  large  towns  0.03  per  1,000 

One  school  was  closed  on  account  of  the  prevalence  of  the 
disease. 

All  cases  are  promptly  visited  on  notification,  and  removal  to 
Hospital  urged  where  there  are  no  means  of  isolating  the  patients. 
Disinfection  is  carried  out  promptly  and  thoroughly.  The  head 
teachers  of  the  elementary  schools  are  advised  of  the  occurrence  of 
Scarlet  Fever  among  the  scholars,  or  in  the  families  of  the  scholars, 
and  such  scholars  are  excluded  from  school  until  the  expiration  of 
the  time  advised  in  the  memorandum  of  the  Focal  Government  Board 
and  the  Board  of  Education.  Every  case  is  kept  under  supervision 
until  disinfection  is  completed.  It  is  understood  that  all  information 
transmitted  from  this  Department  is  promptly  sent  on  to  the  School 
Medical  Officer.  Generally,  in  dealing  with  infectious  disease,  there 
is  close  co-operation  between  the  School  Medical  Department  and  the 
Health  Department.  Feaflets  containing  instructions  for  preventing 
the  spread  of  the  disease,  and  extracts  from  the  Acts  of  Parliament 
relating  to  infectious  diseases,  are  left  at  each  infected  house. 

The  case  fatality  for  the  year  was  1.5  per  cent.,  compared  with 
1.6  in  1923.

The  death  rate  from  Diphtheria  in  the  County  Borough  was 
0.03  compared  to  0.08  in  the  105  large  towns,  and  0.06  in  England 
and  Wales. 

No  schools  were  closed  on  account  of  the  prevalence  of  the 
disease  among  the  scholars. 

All  cases  are  promptly  visited  on  notification,  and  removal  to 
hospital  carried  out  where  isolation  is  not  up  to  a  fair  standard,  and 
also  in  cases  of  serious  illness  or  where  tracheotomy  is  required. 
The  County  Borough  provides  means  for  carrying  out  promptly 
bacteriological  examinations.  Arrangements  have  been  made  for  a 
gratuitous  supply  of  antitoxin  at  any  time,  day  or  night,  to  medical 
men  on  demand,  and  a  fee  is  paid  for  its  use,  both  for  purposes  of 
treatment  and  prevention.  Disinfection  is  carried  out  promptly  and 
thoroughly.  The  head  teachers  of  schools  are  kept  regularly  informed 
of  the  occurrence  of  cases  among  the  school  children  and  contacts, 
and  they  are  dealt  with  according  to  the  Memorandum  of  the  Focal 
Government  Board  and  the  Board  of  Education.  The  head  teachers 
are  informed  in  all  cases  as  to  the  date  on  which  patients  and  con¬ 
tacts  may  return  to  school.  Feaflets  containing  instructions  for 
preventing  the  spread  of  the  disease,  and  extracts  from  the  Acts  of 
Parliament  relating  to  infectious  diseases,  are  left  with  the  house¬ 
holder  in  each  case. 
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Bacteriological  examinations  of  swabs  from  suspected  cases  is 
made  free  of  charge  to  medical  men.  In  1924,  350  examinations 
were  made,  with  a  positive  result  in  35  cases  ;  in  1923,  190  examina¬ 
tions  were  made,  with  positive  results  in  18  cases. 

During  the  year  46  patients  were  injected  with  antitoxin  at 
their  homes  by  their  medical  attendants.  The  average  amount  of 
serum  used  in  each  case  was  6,336  units. 


10  contacts  were  injected  for  preventive  purposes,  the  amount 
of  serum  used  averaged  2,475  units  in  each  case. 


The  cost  to  the  Corporation  was  £5  5s.  0d.  paid  to  medical 
men  for  injecting  serum,  and  £60  11s.  lOd.  paid  to  chemists  for  the 
supply  of  the  serum.

The 
number  of  deaths  was: — Influenza  118,  being  equal  to  a  rate  of 
0  •  42  per  1 ,000  of  population  ;  and  Pneumonia  and  Broncho  Pneu¬ 
monia  388,  being  equal  to  a  rate  of  1.39  per  1,000  of  the  population. 

These  diseases  were  more  prevalent  than  in  1923. 


Disinfection. 

Disinfection  is  carried  out  at  one  Central  Station  where  there 
are  two  W ashington-I/yons  Steam  Disinfectors  with  a  constant  supply 
of  steam  from  the  adjoining  destructor  works.  There  are  employed 
in  this  work  five  men  with  two  motor  vans. 

The  method  of  disinfection  adopted  is  as  follows  : — -All  bedding, 
clothing,  etc.,  which  has  been  exposed  to  infection  is  removed  for 
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disinfection  at  the  Station  after  all  cases  of  infectious  disease 
(including  Tuberculosis).  The  surfaces  of  infected  rooms  are  sprayed 
with  a  solution  of  Izal  at  a  strength  of  1  in  20,  or  fumigated  by  means 
of  formalin  lamps. 

The  total  number  of  houses  disinfected  during  the  year  was 
2,825,  and  the  number  of  rooms  in  such  houses,  2,910.  One  school 
was  sprayed.  The  number  of  articles  passed  through  the  Disinfector 
totalled  30,083.  132  Books  were  disinfected. 


Respiratory  Diseases. 

During  the  year  there  were  928  deaths  from  Respiratory 
Diseases,  giving  a  death  rate  of  3.34  per  1,000  of  the  population,  as 
compared  with  2.81  for  the  year  1923.

The  death  rate  from  Bronchitis  in  the  County  Borough  was 
1 . 75  per  1 ,000  of  the  population.  There  were  486  deaths  from  this 
disease,  as  against  442  last  year.  The  rate  for  1923  was  1.60. 


The  death  rate  from  Pneumonia  was  1.39  per  1,000  of  the  popu¬ 
lation.  The  rate  for  1923  was  0.98. 

Alcoholism. 

Alcoholism  caused  9  deaths  during  1924.  6  of  these  were 

certified  as  due  to  Cirrhosis  of  the  Inver.  In  1923  there  were  19 
deaths  due  to  Alcoholism. 
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Lead  Poisoning, 

This  is  an  affection  which  is  associated  with  pottery  manu¬ 
facture.  Through  careful  supervision,  and  under  the  Special  Rules 
of  the  Home  Office,  lead  poisoning  has  diminished.  There  were 
increases  in  the  number  of  cases  in  1910  and  1911,  but  the  numbers 
diminished  in  1913,  1914,  1915,  1916,  1917  and  1918.  The  years 
1919,  1920,  1921,  1922  and  1924  show  increases  and  in  1924  the  number 
was  4  more  than  in  1923. 


According  to  the  Report  of  the  Departmental  Committee  there 
were  engaged  in  1907,  as  lead  workers  under  the  Earthenware  and 
China  Rules  in  North  Staffordshire,  5,299  persons  (3,37 1  males 
and  1,928  females.  In  1906  there  were  85  cases  of  lead  poisoning  ; 
in  1907,  82  cases  ;  in  1908,  91  cases  in  1909,  49  cases  ;  in  1910, 
63  cases;  in  1911,  78  cases;  in  1912,  74  cases;  in  1913,  55  cases; 
in  1914,  23  cases;  in  1915,  22  cases;  in  1916,  21  cases;  in  1917, 
16  cases  ;  in  1918,  8  cases,  in  1919,  25  cases  ;  in  1920,  32  cases  ; 
in  1921,  34  cases;  in  1922,  48  cases;  in  1923,  46,  and  in  1924,  50.

Out  of  the  254  deaths  from  Phthisis  during  the  year,  40  had  not 
been  notified,  a  percentage  of  15.8.  There  were  68  deaths  from  other 
forms  of  Tuberculosis,  and  19  of  these  had  not  been  notified,  a  per¬ 
centage  of  28.0. 

The  254  deaths  is  equal  to  a  death  rate  of  0.91  per  1,000  ;  in  1923 
there  were  267  deaths  and  a  death  rate  of  0.96  per  1,000.  In  England 
and  Wales,  in  1923  the  death  rate  was  0.836  per  1,000. 

The  average  death  rate  from  Phthisis  for  Stoke-on-Trent  for 
1912-14  was  1.27  per  1,000  of  the  population;  for  1915  it  was  1.30 
per  1,000;  for  1916,  1.48;  1917,  1.53;  1918,  1.56;  1919,  1.18; 
1920,  1.04;  1921,  1.18;  1922,  1.06;  1923,  0.96,  and  1924,  0.91. 

The  average  death  rate  from  Phthisis  for  England  and  Wales 
for  1912 — 1914  was  1.03  per  1,000  of  the  population;  for  1915  it 
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was  1.16  per  1,000;  for  1916,  1.18;  1917,1.25;  1918,1.34;  1919, 
0.99;  1920,  0.89;  1921,  0.88;  1922,  0.88,  and  1923,  0.836, 

Fifty-six  deaths  occurred  in  persons  aged  15  to  25,  and  183  in 
persons  between  the  ages  of  25  and  65  years. 

Five  hundred  and  fifty-eight  Bacteriological  Examinations  were 
made  in  1924  and  tubercle  bacilli  were  found  in  102  of  the  specimens 
submitted. 

During  the  year  5,173  visits  were  paid  by  the  Tuberculosis 
Nurses.  The  number  of  visits  paid  by  the  Tuberculosis  Officers 
was  476. 

There  were  68  deaths  in  the  year  from  forms  of  Tuberculosis 
other  than  Phthisis,  equal  to  a  rate  of  0.24  per  1,000  of  the  popu¬ 
lation.  In  1923  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  0.226. 

The  total  death  rate  from  all  forms  of  Tuberculosis,  including 
Phthisis,  was  1.16  per  1,000.  In  1923  the  rate  for  England  and 
Wales  was  1.064  per  1,000  of  the  population. 

Other  Forms  of  Tuberculosis. 

There  were  108  cases  notified  of  other  forms  of  Tuberculosis, 
and  68  deaths,  giving  a  rate  of  0.24  per  1,000  of  the  population.  Of 
these  deaths,  8  occurred  in  children  under  one  year  of  age,  and  24 
among  children  between  one  year  and  five  years.

June,  1913  ;  it  consists  of  Waiting,  Consulting,  and  Examination 
Rooms,  with  a  Eaboratory. 
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A  Branch  Dispensary  at  Bongton  was  opened  on  the  20th 
August,  1919,  the  number  of  attendances  at  this  Dispensary  during 
the  year  1924  was  901. 

During  the  year  there  were  5,898  attendances  at  the  Stoke  Dis¬ 
pensary,  making  a  total  of  6,799  for  both  Stoke  and  Bongton.

The  number  of  attendances  at  the  Dispensary  has  fallen  con¬ 
siderably.  This  has  been  brought  about  by  eliminating  the  indefinite 
cases.  The  number  of  discharged  soldiers  on  the  register  is  dimin¬ 
ishing  steadily. 

Four  hundred  and  fifty  contact  cases  were  examined  during 
the  year  ;  there  is  difficulty  in  getting  these  patients  to  realise  the 
necessity  for  attending. 

It  has  recently  been  arranged  to  place  Xray  facilities  at  the 
disposal  of  the  Tuberculosis  Officer. 


After-Care. 

A  Voluntary  After-Care  Committee  has  been  at  work  in  the 
Borough  for  several  years.  Milk  and  clothing  have  been  supplied  to 
many  cases  and  several  persons  referred  to  other  bodies  for  help. 
Greater  assistance  is  being  given  to  ex-soldiers  since  the  reconstitution 
of  the  Committee. 

SuRGICAE  TubERCUEOSIS. 

The  Corporation  have  arranged  with  the  North  Stafford  Cripples' 
Aid  Society  for  the  treatment  of  cases  of  Surgical  Tuberculosis  at 
their  Institution  in  the  Borough.  Seven  beds  are  reserved  for  Stoke- 
on-Trent  cases. 
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The  Medical  Officer  of  the  Institution  is  the  Surgical  Tuber¬ 
culosis  Officer  of  the  Corporation.  During  the  year  an  average  of 
8 . 62  patients  were  in  daily  residence.  Patients  after  discharge  from 
the  Institution  are  attended  to  at  their  houses  by  Nurses  from  the 
Institution. 

There  are  in  the  Borough  at  the  present  time  102  known  active 
cases  of  non- Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  and  7  quiescent  cases  under 
the  age  of  16  years  ;  and  44  active  cases  and  9  quiescent  cases  16 
years  and  over.  Of  these  16  are  in  Institutions. 

Dr.  Mitchell  Smith,  Surgical  Tuberculosis  Officer,  reports  as 
follows  : — 

“  During  the  year  1924-25,  156  cases  of  Surgical  Tuberculosis 
in  children  of  the  Borough  of  Stoke-on-Trent  were  under  treatment 
at  the  Orthopaedic  Hospital,  Hartshill.” 

“  Forty-two  of  these  cases  were  treated  as  In-Patients  for  a 
longer  or  shorter  period  according  to  their  necessities.  Twenty-three 
have  been  discharged  as  cured.” 

“Nine  cases  have  been  treated  at  the  Orthopaedic  Hospital, 
Biddulph,  since  it  was  opened.”

Stanfield  Sanatorium. 

This  Sanatorium  consists  of  four  ward  blocks  and  12  double 
shelters,  with  accommodation  for  89  patients.  One  block  is  used 
for  male  adults  and  another  for  children,  both  of  these  blocks  are 
provided  with  sleeping  verandahs  and  three  double  shelters.  The  new 
block  of  24  beds  was  opened  in  October,  1922,  and  is  at  present  used 
for  females,  verandahs  were  added  to  this  block  during  the  year. 
The  fourth  block  of  18  beds  has  no  verandah,  and  is  used  for  the 
treatment  of  children. 

Admission  to  Stanfield  Sanatorium  : — 

Males,  115;  Females,  103;  Children,  143;  Total,  361. 

Condition  on  Discharge  : — 

Improved,  254  ;  Stationary,  42  ;  Worse,  25  ;  Deaths,  23  ;  Total,  344. 
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Four  selected  cases  were  sent  to  other  Sanatoria  through  the 
Ministry  of  Health’s  Scheme  for  Ex-service  men,  in  connection  with 
the  Ministry  of  Pensions,  for  a  course  of  Vocational  Training  com¬ 
bined  with  treatment,  3  to  Preston  Hall  by  the  Ministry  of  Pensions, 
and  2  to  other  Sanatoria. 

Cheshire  Joint  Scheme. 

The  County  Borough  is  joined  with  the  County  of  Chester  and 
County  Boroughs  of  that  County  in  a  formation  of  a  Joint  Board  for 
the  erection  of  a  Sanatorium.  The  Sanatorium  will  consist,  when 
completed,  of  240  beds,  the  number  to  be  allocated  to  the  County 
Borough  being  48.  The  institution  was  opened  in  November,  1923, 
for  the  reception  of  patients  and  two-thirds  of  the  total  beds  were  then 
available.  The  beds  have  been  kept  fully  occupied  and  the  benefit 
of  the  treatment  and  education  is  already  shewn  in  the  improved 
mode  of  life  of  patients  after  their  discharge. 

Admissions  to  Cheshire  Joint  Sanatorium  : —

Condition  of  Patients  on  Discharge  : — 

Improved,  39  ;  Stationary,  4  ;  Worse,  3  ;  Deaths,  2  ;  Total,  48. 

Two  of  these  patients  were  transferred  to  a  Training  Colony. 

Provision  qf  Steeping  Shetters  for  Consumption. 

Sleeping  shelters  are  provided  by  the  Corporation  for  the  use 
of  consumptive  patients  at  their  own  homes  if  the  surroundings  are 
suitable.  The  construction  of  these  shelters  provides  occupation 
for  male  patients  at  Stanfield. 


Venereal  Diseases. 

A  Clinic  was  established  at  the  North  Staffordshire  Infirmary, 
and  work  was  commenced  there  on  November  1st,  1918.  The  clinics 
are  held  four  times  weekly,  twice  for  men,  and  twice  for  women. 
The  total  cost  to  the  Borough  was  £1,117  for  the  year  1924,  75  per 
cent,  will  be  refunded  by  the  Ministry  of  Health.  Two  Medical  men 
are  in  attendance  at  each  clinic.  The  hours  of  the  clinics  are  : — 

For  men  : — Monday,  4  to  6  p.m. 

Friday,  5  to  7  p.m. 

For  women  : — Wednesday,  5  to  7  p.m. 

Saturday,  12  noon  to  2  p.m. 

More  clinics  are  required,  also  arrangements  for  interval  treat¬ 
ment.  The  Council  are  now  dealing  with  this  question  and  have 
decided  to  set  up  another  centre. 

For  the  purposes  of  pathological  work,  arrangements  have  been 
made  with  Professor  Topley  of  the  Public  Health  laboratory, 
Manchester.

These  drugs  are  supplied 
on  application  by  the  medical  practitioner  to  the  Senior  Medical 
Officer  of  the  clinic  at  the  North  Staffs.  Infirmary. 

Eleven  medical  men  have  been  supplied  with  Salvarsan  sub¬ 
stitutes.  The  number  of  doses  of  Novarsenobillon  being  599,  the 
doses  varying  in  strength  from  .15  grammes  to  .9  grammes.  18 
doses  of  Neokharsivan  were  supplied,  varying  from  .45  grammes  to 
.9  grammes  in  strength. 

No  action  has  been  taken  in  the  district  under  the  Venereal 
Diseases  Act,  1917. 

In  the  month  of  January  a  propaganda  campaign  was  arranged 
in  conjunction  with  the  National  Association  for  Combating  Venereal 
Diseases.  Lectures  were  delivered,  with  cinema  displays.

MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE. 

Midwives’  Acts,  1902  and  1918. 

One  hundred  midwives  notified  their  intention  to  practice  in  the 
County  Borough  of  Stoke-on-Trent  during  the  year  1924  :  seven  of 
these  reside  outside  the  Borough  and  most  of  their  work  is  done  in 
the  surrounding  districts.  Sixty-nine  of  the  100  midwives  practising 
in  the  Borough  possess  the  certificate  of  the  Central  Midwives’  Board. 

During  the  year  two  midwives  ceased  to  practice,  and  seven 
additional  midwives  notified  their  intention  to  practice.  These  seven 
midwives  are  all  trained,  and  possess  the  certificate  of  the  Central 
Mid  wives’  Board. 

The  number  of  trained  midwives  in  the  Borough  is  increasing. 
There  are  now  only  seven  midwives  who  are  unable  to  keep  satis¬ 
factory  records  of  the  pulse  and  temperature  of  the  patients,  and  who 
require  assistance  in  the  filling  up  of  their  registers. 

The  Public  Health  Authority  does  not  subsidise  any  midwives 
in  the  area.  Two  of  the  midwives  are  employed  as  district  nurses 
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by  the  District  Nursing  Associations  of  the  districts  in  which  they 
work. 

In  addition  to  459  routine  inspections,  seventy-five  special  visits 
to  midwives  were  made  in  relation  to  the  following  : —

Under  the  Midwives'  Act,  1918,  claims  were  made  by  Doctors 
for  the  payment  of  fees  in  387  cases  out  of  806  instances  in  which 
medical  aid  was  called  in.  The  387  claims  amounted  to  £577  9s.  Id. 

Infantile  Mortality. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  of  infants  under  the  age  of  one  year 
was  677,  being  equal  to  an  infantile  mortality  rate  of  101  per  1,000 
births.  '  In  1923  it  was  93  ;  in  1922  it  was  115  ;  in  1921  it  was  134  , 
in  1920  it  was  98  ;  in  1919  it  was  111  ;  in  1918  it  was  111  ;  and  in  1917  it 
was  1 1 6. 
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In  1921  Stoke-on-Trent  had  the  highest  infantile  mortality 
rate  amongst  the  105  large  towns.  In  1922  the  rate  was  the  second 
highest,  in  1923  there  were  14  large  towns  with  higher  rates,  and  in 
1924  there  were  11  large  towns  with  higher  rates. 

During  the  ten  years  1913-1922  the  infantile  mortality  rate 
for  the  County  Borough  averaged  120.  During  1924,  1923  and  1922,

Of  the  677  infants  who  died  in  the  County  Borough  before 
reaching  the  age  of  12  months  : — 

184  or  27.2  per  cent,  died  in  the  first  week. 

46  or  6.8  per  cent,  died  in  the  second  week. 

32  or  4.7  per  cent,  died  in  the  third  week,  and 
22  or  3.2  per  cent,  died  in  the  fourth  week. 

The  number  of  deaths  in  the  first  months  was  284  or  41.9  per 
cent,  of  the  total  number  of  deaths. 

14.2  per  cent,  of  the  infants  died  between  the  ages  of  one  and 
three  months;  15.0  per  cent,  between  the  ages  of  three  and  six 
months;  12.5  per  cent,  between  the  ages  of  six  and  nine  months; 
and  16.4  per  cent,  between  the  ages  of  nine  and  twelve  months. 

This  year  41.9  per  cent,  of  the  infant  deaths  occurred  in  children 
under  one  month  old,  compared  to  41.3  per  cent,  in  1923. 

In  the  following  list  the  relation  of  certain  diseases  to  the  infantile 
mortality  of  the  district  is  shown.  Enteritis  and  Diarrhoea 
accounted  for  56  deaths  ;  Premature  Birth,  153  ;  Convulsions,  45  ; 
Bronchitis,  77  ;  Tuberculosis  Diseases,  8  ;  Pneumonia,  10  ;  Atrophy 
and  Debility,  82  ;  Congenital  defects,  34. 

There  were  no  deaths  attributed  to  overlying,  as  against  4  last 
year.

At  Burslem  and  Eongton,  the  Centres  are  open  for  the  whole  of 
one  day  each  week,  and  the  Stoke  and  Fenton  Centres  open  for  one 
morning  each  week.  The  Centre  at  Shelton  is  now  open  for  two  after¬ 
noons  each  week,  the  Consultations  being  held  one  afternoon,  and 
the  additional  afternoon  being  used  for  baby  weighing  and  lectures. 
At  Hanford  the  Infant  Consultations  are  held  one  afternoon  fort¬ 
nightly,  and  at  all  the  other  Centres  weekly  afternoon  Consultations 
are  held.

Feeding. — With  the  object  of  emphasizing  the  importance  of 
breast  feeding  the  morning  Clinic  has  been  continued  at  the  Thomas 
Twyford  Centre  in  Hanley.  During  the  year  116  mothers  attended 
with  their  infants,  making  a  total  of  530  attendances.  The  results 
have  been  highly  satisfactory. 

Dried  Milk.— For  the  year  ending  31st  March,  1925,  £3,316  worth 
of  milk  was  used,  £1,046  worth  being  sold,  and  the  rest  given  free. 
This  dried  milk  which  has  been  given  free  to  the  necessitous  cases, 
has  been  of  the  greatest  possible  value,  not  only  in  the  feeding  of 
the  poorer  infants,  but  also  in  assisting  many  of  the  mothers  in  Breast 
Feeding. 
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Ladies’  Voluntary  Committees. — The  Ladies'  Voluntary  Com¬ 
mittees  at  Burslem  and  Longton,  have  again  given  their  kind  help 
during  the  year,  and  have  done  much  valuable  work  in  assisting  with 
the  clothing,  and  with  the  distribution  of  the  Dried  Milk  and  Virol. 
Several  ladies  have  also  kindly  assisted  in  providing  clothing  for  the 
Shelton  Centre. 

Lectures. — Lectures  have  been  given  at  the  Centres  in  Cookery, 
Needlework  and  Mothercraft. 

In  November  an  examination  was  held  on  the  work  dealt  with 
at  the  various  lectures.  Written  examinations  were  held  in  Mother- 
craft,  and  practical  tests  in  Cookery  and  Needlework.  305  mothers 
entered  for  the  Competition,  and  the  sum  of  £25  which  was  granted 
by  the  Health  Committee  for  prizes  was  spent  in  various  useful 
household  articles  and  cooking  utensils.  The  prizes  were  distributed 
by  the  Mayoress,  and  tea  was  kindly  provided  afterwards  for  the 
prize  winners  by  the  Mayor  and  Mayoress. 

Ante-Natal  Clinics. — Ante-natal  Clinics  are  conducted  regularly 
at  Four  Centres,  viz.  -Tunstall,  Burslem,  Longton  and  Richmond 
Lodge,  Shelton. 

Clinics  are  held  at  Shelton  on  Tuesday  morning,  and  Wednesday 
evening  ;  at  Burslem  on  Thursday  morning  ;  at  Tunstall  on  Friday 
morning,  and  at  Longton  on  Monday  morning.  The  evening  Clinic 
at  Richmond  Lodge  has  the  highest  number  of  attendances.

On  examination  at  the  Clinics  5  women  were  found  to  be  not 
pregnant.  Forty-seven  cases  were  referred  to  their  own  Doctor,  and 
19  to  Institutions  in  the  District. 


One  hundred  and  seventy-two  mothers  had  histories  of  infant 
deaths  under  1  year  ;  64  of  these  infant  deaths  were  from  Premature 
Birth  and  Debility,  and  in  108  cases  there  were  histories  of  previous 
still  births  and  miscarriages.

Working 


Every  endeavour  has  been  made  to  persuade  the  mothers  to  cease 
work  as  far  as  possible  in  the  early  months  of  pregnancy. 


During  the  year  2,882  free  dinners  were  provided  for  the  mothers 
attending  the  various  Clinics,  and  263  were  allowed  free  milk.  The 
supply  of  this  extra  nourishment  was  followed  by  a  noticeable  im¬ 
provement  in  the  general  condition  of  the  mothers. 

The  homes  of  all  the  expectant  mothers  were  visited  by  the  Health 
Visitors,  and  any  sanitary  defects  reported.  It  is  hoped  to  increase 
the  number  of  visits  paid  to  expectant  mothers. 

At  all  the  Clinics  instruction  was  given  to  the  mothers  on  the 
Hygiene  of  pregnancy  and  the  preparation  for  their  confinements. 
Patterns  of  Model  Infant  Garments  were  supplied  at  all  the  Clinics 
and  instructions  also  given  to  the  mothers  about  their  clothing. 

The  following  interesting  cases  underwent  special  treatment  at 
the  Clinics  during  the  year  : — 

1.  Five  still-births,  no  living  children. 

2.  Six  pregnancies,  2  living  children,  1  still-birth.  3  Infant 
deaths  from  Premature  Birth  and  Debility. 
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3.  Five  Miscarriages  and  still  births.  No  living  children. 

4.  Three  still-births.  2  children  born  alive. 

5.  Two  still-born  children.  1  infant  death  from  Premature 
Birth  and  Debility.  No  living  children. 

6.  Eleven  pregnancies.  4  living  children.  2  still-births.  5 
miscarriages. 

7.  Twelve  pregnancies.  4  living  children,  all  weakly  from  birth. 
2  infant  deaths  from  Premature  Birth  and  Debility.  5  Mis¬ 
carriages  and  1  still  birth. 

Of  the  above  cases  blood  tests  were  made  in  the  first  six,  and  the 
Wasserman  Reaction  found  to  be  negative. 

In  the  seventh  case  a  blood  test  was  refused  by  the  patient. 

The  pregnancies  in  all  the  above  7  cases  terminated  in  the  births 
of  full-time  living  healthy  children. 

During  the  year  149  infants  born  in  1924,  whose  mothers  had  been 
under  supervision  at  the  Ante-natal  Clinics,  attended  at  the  Infant 
Welfare  Centres.

In  the  Multipara,  in  addition  to  the  above,  one  case  was  attended 
by  a  Doctor  and  a  Handy-woman,  and  in  2  cases  inquests  were  held, 
as  the  deaths  occurred  before  any  assistance  was  obtained. 

Of  the  cases  where  a  Midwife  was  in  attendance,  13  of  the  mid¬ 
wives  were  trained,  and  1 1  were  bona-fide.

In  the  2  cases  where  inquests  were  held,  one  woman  was  found 
to  have  been  suffering  from  Pneumonia,  for  which  she  had  obtained 
no  medical  treatment  Three  deaths  occurred  in  early  miscarriage 
cases. 


Puerperal  Fever  Deaths. 

Puerperal  Sepsis  was  responsible  for  the  deaths  of  7  mothers  ; 
there  was  a  history  of  instrumental  delivery  in  4  cases. 

Of  these  7  deaths,  6  occurred  in  Multipara,  and  1  in  Primipara  ; 
4  of  the  cases  were  attended  by  a  Doctor  and  Midwife,  and  3  by  a 
Midwife  alone. 

In  these  last  three  cases,  the  Midwives  were  all  trained,  and 
possessed  certificates  of  the  Central  Mid  wives’  Board.

The  question 
of  making  such  provision  has  been  under  consideration.  The  need 
for  such  an  institution  is  urgent.

All  cases  of  Puerperal  Fever  are  very  carefully  enquired  into, 
and  precautions  taken  in  the  way  of  disinfecting  the  midwife  and 
controlling  her  practice  in  order  to  prevent  the  spread  of  the  disease. 

The  Corporation  has  recently  undertaken  to  supply  a  nurse  so 
as  to  release  the  midwife  in  any  case  where  the  medical  attendant 
is  suspicious  that  the  case  may  be  one  of  Puerperal  Fever  even  though 
the  case  may  not  be  notified.  It  is  of  the  utmost  importance  that 
every  effort  should  be  made  to  prevent  the  conveyance  of  infection 
by  the  midwives. 


Ophthalmia  Neonatorum. 

The  total  number  of  cases  notified  by  medical  men  and  midwives 
in  1924  was  219,  as  compared  with  266  in  1923  In  89  instances 
the  diagnosis  was  not  confirmed  by  a  medical  man,  though  noti¬ 
fications  were  received  from  midwives. 

Ophthalmia  Neonatorum  has  been  compulsory  notifiable 
throughout  the  whole  area  since  1911.  130  notifications  were  received 

during  1924  from  medical  men  either  as  first  notifications  or  con¬ 
firming  midwives’  notifications.  The  total  number  of  notifications

The  Bucknall  Hospital  is  inadequate  for  the  needs  of  the 
Borough,  and  accommodation  has  to  be  obtained  in  hospitals  of 
neighbouring  authorities.  The  capacity  of  the  Institution,  allowing 
144  sq.  ft.  per  bed,  is  170  beds,  but  there  are  260  beds  actually  provided. 
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In  addition,  27  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  sent  to  Bradwell 
Sanatorium  and  9  cases  to  the  Newcastle  Infectious  Diseases  Hos¬ 
pital  by  special  arrangement  with  the  authorities  of  those  Institutions. 

Bagnall  Hospital  is  administered  by  the  North  Staffordshire 
Joint  Small-pox  Hospital  Board,  and  was  built  in  1903-4,  to 
accommodate  54  patients. 

Ambulance  Arrangements. 

For  the  removal  of  Infectious  Disease  cases  ambulance  accom¬ 
modation  is  provided  at  the  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital. 

For  the  removal  of  Non-Infectious  and  Accident  cases  two 
motor  ambulances  are  employed  by  the  Corporation.  At  least  one 
large  private  firm  provides  a  private  motor  ambulance  to  cope  with 
accidents,  etc.,  at  their  collieries  and  steel  works. 

The  Board  of  Guardians  also  have  provided  ambulances.

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WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  water  supply  of  the  Borough  was  in  the  hands  of  a  private 
company,  the  Staffordshire  Potteries  Water  Works  Company.  By 
a  recent  Act  of  Parliament  the  Corporation,  together  with  neigh¬ 
bouring  Authorities,  have  acquired  the  undertaking. 

The  supply  is  derived  in  the  greater  proportion  from  deep  wells 
situated  at  Hatton,  Mill  Meece,  Meir  and  Stockton  Brook.  A  con¬ 
siderable  though  lesser  quantity  is  got  from  springs  at  Wall  Grange. 
There  is  an  abundant  supply,  and  that  from  the  deep  wells  is  of  excellent 
quality. 

The  supply  from  Wall  Grange  is  chlorinated  before  distribution, 
this  was  begun  in  the  Autumn  of  1922  when  the  quality  was  found  to 
be  unsatisfactory. 


POLLUTION  OF  THE  ATMOSPHERE. 

An  automatic  air  filter  and  a  standard  gauge  for  measuring 
the  suspended  matter  in  the  air  have  been  set  up  during  the  year 
and  the  results  are  being  recorded  and  forwarded  regularly  to  the 
Air  Ministry.  By  the  one  instrument  air  is  filtered  automatically 
each  hour  through  a  sheet  of  filter  paper  and  the  tint  of  the  deposit 
compared  with  fixed  tints  on  a  scale,  the  darker  the  deposit  the 
greater  the  pollution  of  the  air.  By  the  second  instrument  the  rain¬ 
water  is  collected  and  the  undissolved  and  dissolved  matter  ascer¬ 
tained  by  filtration  and  analysis.
